Charge Against Wright 
Will Be Aired, — 


Investigating Committee Going 
at the Work Today. 


Four More Senatorial Ballots 
Without a Change. 


Bulla People’s Utter Contempt for 
Everybody and Everything Ex- 
cept Their Delusion—Last JNight’s 
Meet—Legislative Matters. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 16.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch] allegations which 
Speaker Wright was said to have made 
about the receipt of $1650 to vote for 
Grant, which allegations he now de- 
clares were never uttered by him, have 
sufficed to set on foot an investigation 
that, at the outset, seems to be inter- 
minable. Wright took the floor this 
morning, and in a few hesitating words 
demanded the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate the matter set out 
in the article in the San Francisco Call. 
He did not venture on any denials. 

Grove L. Johnson, who was primed 
for the occasion, thereupon shot in the 
following resolution, which, as will be 
seen, is very general in its terms: 

“Whereas, direct charges have heen 
made that improper means have been 
used to influence the action of Hon. 
Howard E. Wright, member of and 
Speaker of the Assembly, in the elec- 
tion of United States Senator by the 
Legislature, and, whereas, it has been 
charged that some persons have used 
and are using ijlegal:- methods to influ- 
ence the action of members of the As-. 
sembly in said election; and, whereas, 
such charges have been given wide 
publicity and should be investigated to 
the end that, if found to be true, the 
‘guilty should be punished, and if 
found to be untrue, 
thereof should be punished; now, there- 
fore, be it 

“Resolved, that a select cobsistias. of 
seven members of the Assembly be ap- 
pointed by the Speaker pro tem to im- 
mediately and fully, thoroughly and 
carefully investigate each and all. of 
said charges, whether direct or. indi- 
rect, and also to investigate, in like 
manner, the method used to influence 
members of the Assembly in their votes 
for United States Senator, and that 
said committee have full power to send 


| for persons, books, telegrams and pa- 


pers, and to employ a clerk and stenog- 
rapher, and that it have leave to sit 
during sessions of the Assembly, and 
that said committee report fully, 4s 
speedily as possible, with such recom- 
mendation as it may deem proper.” 

Johnson, in speaking to his resolution, 
said that it seemed to him that instead 
of a government of the people, by the 
people, and for the people, it was be- 
coming a government of newsapers, 
by newspapers, and for newspapers. 
The shadow cast upon the Speaker fell 
also upon each member, and upon 
“our fair State.” He would suggest 
as a motto for the committee the words 
“Let no guilty man escape,”’ and on be- 
half of the candidate for Senator, for 
whom he had been-voting (Burns,) he 
was authorized to say that the fullest, 
freest and widest investigation that 
the House could give was courted. On 
behalf of that candidate he would ask 
that no member who had voted for him 
should be appointed on the commit- 
tee. Dibble (railroad and Burns legis- 
lator) seconded the resolution, and it 
was adopted by a few viva-voce votes, 
nobody voting against it. 

Speaker pro tem Anderson, after a 
short recess, announced the following 


special committee: Cosper (Bulla 
voter,) Chairman; Melick (Bulla,) La 
Baree (Patterson,) Wade (Estee,) 


Lardner (Barnes,) and Mead and San- 
ford (Democrats. ) 
WANTED TO GET OFF. 

There was a scramble on the part of 
every one then to get off the commit- 
tee, for none relished work on investi- 
gation, on account of necessarly pro- 
tracted hearings, antagonisms which 
would be encountered, and prospects 
of the unsatisfactory outcome which 
usually follows legislative investiga- 
tions. 

Mead succeeded in being excused, and 
Burnett (Dem.) will probably be sub- 
stituted. Melick, at the afternoon ses- 
sion, made two efforts to be released 
from serving, and Wade and Cosper | 
also urged a pressure of other commit- 


tee work,, but Speaker Anderson. de- 


clined to relieve them, saying the mat- 
ter was now in the hands of the House. 
Dibble, to clinch the situation, moved 
that no member of .the committee be 
excuted, and Clough seconded the mo- 
tion, which was adopted, after Wade 
had served notice upon the House that 
he, for one, believed it the committee’s 
duty to investigate only the Wright

Chairman Cosper thought the com- 
mittee, like a grand jury, could only 
act on matters properly laid before it. 
Melick held’ that the committee was 
not sitting as a court, waiting for 
somebody to come-and make. charges, 
but it must delve around and dig out 
the truth. The direst charges of the 


Call, reiterated in other papers, made | 


it seem to him proper to ‘bring: ‘Col. 
Burns here ‘to ask him ,.What in- 
fluences he used to ‘change _ Wright 
over from Grant, for whom,'the’ Call 
says, Wright promised to vote. Cos- 
per thought another investigation was 
as to the power of Green to act as 
agent for Grant. He also wanted some 
specific charge made, as the resolu- 
tion was too indefinite. 

Melick proposed to subpoena Grant, 
Green, Wright, the Call __ reporters, 
Leake, Leavings, Colven and Henry 
James, and Reporter Moran of the 
Examiner, and such other witnesses 
as might be desired, and this motion 
was adopted. Melick desired to go 
ahead with the examination tonight, 
but Cosper objected, as he had other 
committee meetings to attend. 

WORK BEGINS TODAY. 

It was decided that Grant's check, 
‘and Wright's letter to Green should. be 
produced, and that meetings should ‘be 
held daily, beginning at 2:30 o'clock to- 
morrow afternoon, and with that un- 
derstanding the meeting dissolved. It 
would seem from tonight’s discussion 
that the committee cannot well make 
up its mind what to do until it has 
begun with the examination of Grant, 
Green and Wright, and can uSe its 
findings as a basis for further investi- 
gations. 

The Grant people, while naturally 
sore at the intimations thrown out 
about corrupt practices, recognize that 
under the terms of the resolution the 
acts of any other candidate.or his 
managers may also be investigated, 


and that all.are on the same footing 


in that respect. It is probable that 
‘they will be represented’ by, their at- 
_torney at most of the caneame*se meet- 
‘ings. 

‘GRANT'S SIDE READY. 

* Milton J. Green said ‘tonight that he 
had decided on no action as-to the in- 
‘vestigation, for the reason’ that he had 
‘not yet been subpoenaed. He was will- 
ing to go to the stand, he said, and 
tell the truth about what ‘he knew, and’

SPEAKER WRIGHT'S SUIT. 


Some of the legislators, discussing 
tonight the suit for $250,000 for criminal 
libel brought against the Call by 
Speaker Wright, through his attorneys, 
‘Deviin & Devlin, and Judge Holt, said 
it might thave a greater effect in 
bringing election methods to light 
than would a committee investigation. 

One strange feature of the present 
situation is that while some . weak- 
kneed Grant men fear his candidacy 
‘may be injured by the publications of 

sensational stories in the newspapers 
at the’ need of any investigation 
whatsoever, still they do not see their 
way clear to leaving him, for they 


to advantage and beat Burns, and the 
desire to defeat the latter is one of 
the stromgest bonds of union among 
the Grant men. Even these timid 
ones ridicule the idea of going — to 
Bulla and of letting his nine votes 
dominate Grant’s twenty-seven. 
RECEIVING TELEGRAMS.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—[LExclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. Eagan is to be courte 
martialed for his attack on Gen. Miles 
before the War Investigating Commisé 
sion. The Times correspondent is ene 
abled to make this statement on the 
very highest authority. The President 
has given the matter a great deal of © 
attention, and has finally determined 
that the best interests of the service 
demand such action. 

Gen. Merritt, the commander of the 
Department of the Bast, will head the 
court, while Gen. Clous, who was a 
member of the Cuban Evacuation Com< 
mission, and who is an officer of vast 
experience and ability, will be judge 
advocate. 

The charges against Eagan will be 
stated in a number of specifications, 
which will cover evéry objectionable 
feature of his evidence. 

yen. Clous was today informed by: 
Secretary Alger of the nature of his 
new duties and immediately began to 
familiarize himself with the evidence 
of Gen. Eagan and the procedure gove 
erning such cases. 

The-selection of Gen. Merritt as presi«: 
dent of the court bodes ill for the ace 
cused. Merritt is a close friend of 
Miles and is a stickler for official dew 
portment.

“WOULD SAY NOTHING. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—In answer 
to a direct question Secretary Alger, 
at the close of the official day, said 
that the War Department had taken 
no action in the case of Commissary- 
Gen. Eagan, but when the inquiry was 
pursued, he declined to say one word 


_as to his intentions in the matter. 


It was stated that Gen. Miles would 
not prefer charges against Gen. Eagam 
for the utterances delivered by him 
before the War Investigation Com- 
mission last Friday, but intends to let. 
the War Department deal with the 
matter in its own way. Touching these 
charges, it is said that there is really 
no absolute necessity that anyone shall 
follow them, although the Judge-Ad- 
vocate-General of the War.Department 
would be called upon to put them in 
shape if it should be decided to order 
a court-martial.

Gen. Charles Humphreys Before the 
Investigating Board.

WASHINGTON, January 16.—Gen, 
Charles Humphreys, who was tn charge 
of the water transportation at Tampa 
for Santiago, was chief quartermaster 
on Gen. Miles’s staff, and was with 
Gen. Shafter prior to Gen. Miles’s ar- 
rival, was the main witness before the 
War Investigating Committee today.

So far 
there has been absolutely no discus- 
sion of the scope or features of the 
report. Any alleged forecast of the re- 
port, therefore, is the ‘purest fiction. 

_ As to the future of the peace treaty, 
there has been a poll of the Senate by 
the opposition, and this is said to de- 
velop the fact that the men who now 
Say they will vote against the treaty 
number thirty-one, and there are still 
two votes which are counted in the 
doubtfyl column. Still, with this show- 
ing, the leaders of the antis are not 
hopeful of preventing the passage of 
the treaty at the present session. 

They say the pressure of the admin- 
istration, which is always felt when 
there is some question of vital im- 
portance before Congress, is sufficient 
to pull the measure through. 

The fact is they have something like 
thirty votes against the treaty, ana 
when Hoar introduced his resolution, 
which provides and declares the inten- 
“tion of the United States to give the 
Philippines to the natives for a re- 
public. this showed many of the Re- 
publicans away to be with the Presi- 
dent on the treaty, and at the same 
time indicate their opposition to any 
kind of expansion. There are several 
of this kind of Republicans, and they 
will fall into line behind Hoar’s reso- 
4ution. and then vote for the ‘treaty, 
making the declaration of the policy 
serve as a sop to their consciences, 

From the present outlook there will 
be no Hawaiian legislation at this 
Session, excegt the passage of exten- 
sions of customs and contract labor 
laws.

fact that I have been accused practi- 
cally wf feeding thre soldiers poisoned 
beef, which made them sick, ‘embalmed 
beef,’ so-called; that I have furnished 
meat to the army under the pretense 
of an experiment, which charge in ef- 
fect is corruption and worse. because it 
jeonardizes the lives of soldiers sent 


to the front in tronical climates, and 


who are dependent on such food as sent 
them; that these statements have gone 
to the whole country uncontradicted: 
that they have been published and I 
have been pilloried in the press of the 
country as a man who has fed the army 
on peisoned meat and corruptly 50; 
that for about three weeks’ time I 
have kept silent for the reason that I 
was debarred after talking with the 
Honorable Secretary of War, from pre- 
paring charges because of the immu- 
nity granted by the President to wit- 
nesses before your commission, not- 
withstanding the gravity of the accu- 
sations; that it is unreasonable to be- 
lieve that such monstrous charges 
could have any other effect than to 
work upon an honorable man in such 
way as .to goad him to a species of 
desperation, and that it was but nat- 
ural, when the proper opportunity was 
given him, to meet and refute the 
charges, that he should characterize 
them in harsh language and in terms 
that are deemed improper, no matter 
what the provocation. I therefore with- 
draw the language and matter se ob- 
jectionable and resubmit to you now 
my sworn statement, With the abiding 
faith that your commission, having al! 
the facts before you, wiii decide the 
points at issue justly.

Assemblyman Belshaw of Contra

them that if Grant could show where 
he could get votes enough to win, pro- 
vided he should get Bulla’s votes also, 
he (Belshaw) would advise the Los An- 
geles members to go for Grant.

MADE HISTORY IN KANSAS. 


Col. Eldredge. One of the Foremost 
Early Daye Men, Dead. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 
LAWRENCE (Kas.,) Jan. 16.—Col. 
S: W. Eldredge, one of the foremost 
men in the early Kansas history, died 
at his heme today, aged 82 years, with 
a complication of diseases. In 1855 
he was proprietor in Kansas City, of 
a noted Free State hostelry, from 
which Gov. Reedy made his escape after 
many narrow escapes. In 1856 he pur- 
chased a free State hotel in Lawrence, 
which was destroyed within a few

Then for a time he acted as con- 
ductor for a number of parties of New 
England free State emigrants, coming 
to Kansas. In 1857 he built the Eldredge 
House in Lawrence. It was destroyed 
by Quantrel in 1863. He entered the 
arsny as a private, became lieutenant, 
in 1863 was appointed paymaster in the 
United States army, and in 1868 was 
elected quartermasteér-general of Kan- 
sas.

MYSTERIOUS MURDER CASE. 


Man and Woman Killed With an Axe 
in Their Home. 
[ASSOCIATED IRESS DAY KEPORT.] 

ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Jan. 16.—A spe- 
cial to the Post-Dispatch from Linn 
Creek, Mo., says the authorities are 
unable to find a clew sufficient’ to

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16.—A_ state 
funeral, almost majestic in its impres- 
siveness, was given the late Represen- 
tative Nelson A. Dingley at noon to- 
day in the House of Representatives, 
where he had so long been such a com- 
manding fizure. 

The President. his Cabinet, distin- 
guished members of the diplomatic 
corps, members of the Supreme Court, 
Senate and House and distinguished 
men in military and civil life were 
ranged about his bier on the floor of 
the hall, while the galleries, to which 
admission could be obtained only by a 
card, were occupied by the families of 
those who sat upon the floor, and 
Prominent persons invited to be pres- 
ent. Some of them, like a delegation 
from the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, had come from a distance to pay 
their last tributes of respect to the 
statesman. Not since the late 
William D. Kelly of Pennsylvania was 
given a state funeral in the House dur- 
ing the fifty-first Congress, while Mr. 
McKinley was chairman of the Ways 
and Means Committee, has such an 
honor been accorded a member of the 
House. _ 

The remains were taken from the 
Hotel Hamilton to the Capitol this 
morning at 10 o’clock, and were borne 
into the Hall of Representatives by a 
&quad of Capitol police under the direc- 
tion of Sergt. Russell. The casket was 
placed on a bier in the area in front 
of the marble rostrum of the Speaker, 


- and for an hour the public, which would 
, have no opportunity to witness the of- 


ficial ceremonies later, was allowed to 
view the remains as they lay in state. 
Thousands of people streamed 
through the main door down past the 
casket and gazed upon the calm, serene 
features of the dead during_that hour.

casket. The House pages and other 
employés of the House entered the line 
and took a last — = the revered 
ingley was well 
loved by the employés of the House, 
and there were tears in many eyes. 
_ decorations of the hall were 
simple but strikingly beautiful. Palms 
relieved the rigid corners, and palm 
leaves arranged in the form of a trefoil 
planted in wreaths of calla leaves, tied 
with long streamers of purple, adorned 
the walls. A cluster of roses and palm 
leaves were arranged on each section 
of the brass railing about the rear of 
the hall.

Battle Royal Bettveen Them Looked 
for This Week. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. } 
PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) Jan. 16.—This 
week will witness a battle royal be- 
tween the coal operators and the 


i United Mine Workers over the inter- 


state agreement. The joint convep- 
tion is scheduled for tomorrow after- 
noon, but if the miners do not get 
through with their business the meet- 
ing will be postponed until Wednes- 
day. 

It is generally understood that the 
operators will energetically oppose an 
advance in the price of mining, and will 
fight to the end to get any agreement 
looking toward an increase in‘the pres- 
ent wages. The business, they admit, 
has been better during the last ninety 


| days than for a long time, but they 


are hampered by a lack of cars. for 
transportation. 

Some of the miners’ delegates say 
they will insist upon an advance in 
wages and an eight-hour day. They 
claim that nearly all the mines of the 
country. are being worked to their full 
capacity, and that there is a scarcity 
of miners in many districts. Michigan 
iron ore operators are sending agents 
through the coal mining districts of 
Illinois, engaging coal diggers to go 
to the iron mines. Altogether the 
situation, they say, warrants asking 
for more money. Soane of the dele- 
gates even went so far as to hint that 
if their demands were not complied 
with a strike of greater magnitude 
than the country has seen for years 
would be inaugurated next summer. 


Three Hundred Stray Soldiers. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 16.—The

O’KEEFE’S BOND. _ 


LOST SUIT SUDDENLY FOUND IN 
SAN DIEGO. 


Bat No Effort Was Made to Prosecute 
the Cape, and it is Covered With 
Dust—Explanations That Don’t 
Fit the Facts. ; 


Attempts to explain the peculiar side- 
tracking of the O'Keefe case only serve 
to show that no efforts were made by 
the authorities of this county either 
to apprehend O’Keefe or to collect 
from his bondsmen. The records show 
that Deputy District-Attorney Willis 
informed the court on September 3, 
1897, that a suit against O’Keefe’s 
bondsmen was pending in San Diego 
county. They also show that the 
change of venue in the suit against the 
bondsmen was not granted until Sep- 
tember 27, and that the papers were sent 
to San Diego on September 28. Mr. 
Willis, when questioned about the case, 
said he knew nothing about it, and had 
nothing to do with it until a few weeks 
before election tn 1898; more than a 
year after his appearance in the case 
was noted in the minutes of the court. 
He could not account for the entry in 
the records, which shows that he rep- 
resented a case to be ‘‘pending”’ in San 
Diego twenty-five days before the 
papers were sent there. 

In December, 1898, diligent search 
was made in the County Clerk’s office 
of Sanh Diego for same record of this 
suit. The clerk and his deputies were 
unable to find any, and report was 
made to The Times that the index of 
plaintiffs and defendants had been 
searched, the clerks questioned, and 
the court records examined, and no 
record or recollection of any case 
against Davis and Myers’ could be 
found. 

Inquiry at the District Attorney's 
office of Los Angeles county elicited 
only the information that the papers 
had been mailed to San Diego, and 
that nobody knew whether or not 
they ever arrived. Nobody knew of 
the filing of the suit, but a deputy 
ventured the explanation that no filing 
fee had been paid, and that probably 
the papers were in some forgotten 
pigeon-hole. It was said also, by way 
of explanation of the failure of the 
District Attorney to follow up the mat- 
ter, that the bondsmen were no good, 
and that it would be useless to send a 
deputy to San Diego to prosecute the 

uit. 

5 cast week, however, one of the bonds- 
men, having seen published accounts 
ef the matter, came up from San Diego 
and called at the District Attorney’s 
office to make inquiries. He knew 
nothing of the ‘“‘pending”’ suit, had not 
skipped, and did not know why he was 


considered “‘no good.” 


Then Assistant Dist.-Atty. Jones be- 
gan a search for the lost case, and 
esterday he received the following 
“January, 13, 1899, 
“My Dear General: Replying to your 
esteemed inquiry of the 10th inst., rela- 
tive to case of the People vs. O’Keefe, 
I beg to state that after some search 
I have failed to find the record of any 
case of the People vs. O’Keefe, trans- 
ferred from Los Angeles county to this 
court. There are, however, papers 
here in a case of the People, etc., vs. 
W. J. Davis and A. L. Myers, suit on 
bond given for the appearance of one 
O’Keefe before the Superior Court of 
Los Angeles county. he papers were 
placed upon register here in 1897, and 
consist of complaint, demurrer and or- 
der of transfer from Los Angeles coun- 
ty. No original bond accompanying 
the papers, but copy of bond is sét 
out in complaint. It is possible this 
is the case you have in mind, I have 
the honor to remain, with regard, 
“Yours sincerely, 
“Cc, A. HOLCOMB, 
“County Clerk.” 
While the Asst.-Dist. Attorney may 
have made the mistake .of inquiring 
about “the People vs. O’Keefe,’’ The 
Times, in December, inquired about 
a suit against W. J. Davis and A. L. 
Myers, and received the reply that no 
such case was on record in San Diego. 
I} now appears that the original 
bond was not sent to San Diego, al- 
though the Los Angeles officials dé- 
clared that it had been. ‘The County 
Clerk of Los Angeles holds the Dis- 
trict Attornhey’s receipt for the bond, 
but nobody seems to know where the 
bond is. 
A telegram received last night from 
San Diego says:

It is signi- 
ficant that Deputy Willis says he was 
instructed “Just before election” to take 
charge of a case that had been buried 
so completely that noj even the bond 
could be found, and that éeven-after he 

took’¢harge” he could not tell where 
any? Of therpapers were; of Tf*the’ suit 
ever had been filed: in San Diego. He 
performed his duty of “taking charge” 
s0 zealously that he didn’t even re- 
member that he had repotted the suit 
against the bondsmen as “pending’’ 
more than a year previously. | 

The essential features of this remark- 
able tangle are that the murderous 
gambler, O'Keefe, is still at large, and 
that the District Attorney's office neg- 
lected for more than a year to make 
any efiort to collect his forfeited bond.

This Was’ decided at a 
meeting of the Health Committee of 
the Board of Education in thré rooms 
of that organization last evening. tt 
was-also decided that the Board of 
Education would pay to any, physician 
who vaccinates indigent ¢hildren now 
in attendance at the public schools 25 
cents for each such child which he in- 
oculaies. Each indigent child will be 
furnished with “a* certificate by the 
principal of his school. “This certificate 
must be signed by the parent and 
guardian, a taxpayer and the prin- 
cipal of the school whieh the child at- 
tends. Such certificates, when properly 
filled out, will be considered vouchers 
for the payment of physicians by the 
Finance Committee of the Board of 
Education. 

Upon veing vaccinated, each child 
must secure a certificate from the 
physician, which will tell of the success 
or failure of the operation. ‘There are 
two blank forms of certificates made 
out for this purpose, one to be used 
where the vaccination is successful, 
and the other where a child cannot be 
effectively inoculated with. the virus. 

Several amusing” incidents have 
arisen in connection with the. order 
that all public-school children shall be 
vaccinated, and the order is causing

Didn’t Do a Thing but Blow in the 
S$tate’s Good Money While on a 
Collecting Trip. 


PROBABLY HAD GOOD TIMES. 

FOURTEEN HUNDRED DOLLARS IS 
THEIR EXPENSE BILL. 


Say They Had to Entertain Certain 
People in Order to Get Their 
Account Straightened Out. 

“Along the Coast. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 16.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Gen. A. Ww. Barrett and 
Col. Fred Burgin, who were sent to 
Washington by Gov: Budd to collect 
from the Federal government moneys 
due the State on account of equip- 
ment and supplies furnished California 
troops mustered into the volunteer 
army during the recent war with Spain, 
will file their report with the Board 
of Examiners tomorrow. The report 
is calculated to produce a nervous 
shock among those watchdogs of the 
Treasury, who are endeavoring to es- 
tablish a record for economy during 
the present session. 

Tonight, when the facts contained in 
the report were circulated in advance 
of filing, there were some legislators 
who said that an investigating commit- 
“tee might have something to say on the 
subject of the commissioners’ expendi- 
tures. Barrett and Burgin devoted six 
pleasant weeks to the labor of straight- 
ening out the account of the State with 
the Federal government. They col- 
lected $83,311.05, and have fixed up an 
expense bill for something over $1400, 
covering their trip to the Capital. This 
is. made up of railroad fares, meals on 
the road, hotel bills, stationery and 
postage and incidental expenses. It is 
the item of “incidental expenses” that 
Will probably attract the most atten- 
tion. This item of incidental expenses 
aggregates $600, or $20 a day for their 
thirty-days’ stay in Washington. 

“This is reasonable and conservative 
of our incidental expenses,”’ said Col. 
Burgin, when seen tonight. ‘‘We had 
to entertain certain people in order to 
get our account straightened out, and 
paid without long delay. If we hadn’t 
spent this money in the entertainment 
of those in charge of the State's ac- 
counts California’s claim would not 
have been settled yet.’’ 


DRIED PRUNE ASSOCIATION. 


Movement for Its Creation Begun by 
San Jose Farmers’ Club.

STRAIN WAS TOO GREAT. 


Cashier Archie A. Smith of Fresno 
Recame Hl and Died.

FRESNO, Jan. 16.—Archie A. Smith, 
cashier of the Fresno National Bank, 
and prominent here in Masonic cir- 
cles. died last evening from meningitis 
after an illness dating from Thursday 
evening. He is a brother of City At- 
torney L. H. Smith. The illness was 
the result of overwork. For more 
than one week President John McMul- 
lin of the bank has been ill, and the 
responsibilities of that officer, coupled 
with those of his own, devolved upon 
young Smith. 

The strain was too much. He went 
home on Thursday evening ill, sank 
into unconsciousness and died as 
stated. The remains will probably be 
sent on to his native home, Peoria, 
Ill.. to be laid by the side of those of 
his father. who died about four years 
ago, and who also was connected with 
the bank.

BRYAN’S SILVER ARGUMENTS. 


Declares That the Issue Yet Lives. 
Talking at Denver. 
[ASSOCIATED V’RESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
DENVER, Jan. 16.—Col. William J. 
Bryan declared today in a brief speech 
that he made at the public recep- 
tion given to him by the Bimetallic 
League of this city, that the silver is- 
sue is still very much alive. He said: 
“The cause lives because it em- 
bodies the hopes, the aspirations and 
the belief of our ‘people. It is a strong 
cause because the people need silver. 
The American people favor bimetal- 
lism, never mind where the silver is 
produced. We do not need it because 
it is produced here. People eat be- 
cause they need it, not because food 
has to be consumed. And _ so with 
gold and silver. They are important 
n the world’s commerce because they 
are needed, and you can never destroy 

silver while it is needed. 

“The farmer, the creator of wealth, 
knows that the gold standard lowers 
prices without raising money. And if 
the gold standard should once be estab- 
lished you may set it down that the 
date of bankruptcy is not far ahead. 
To restore bimetallism is to restore the 
parity between money and property. 

“Those who advocate the gold stand- 
ard, as a rule, know that the gold dol- 
lar is not stable nor honest. The 
strength of the gold standard is to be 
found in the money centers, and its 
strongest advocates are those who, 
when their dollar is invested, want it 
to go up. 

“Every gold bug denies this, however, 
and it is this denial that gives me an 
evidence of his insincerity. 

“If our cause is just, and I am firmly 
convinced it is, its triumph is sure. 
Truth cannot be crushed to earth. The 
hour of death is not here.”’

AT THE ACADEMIES. 


Next Vacancies to Be Filled at. West 
Point and Annapolis. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT] 

NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—A dispal'ch to 
the Tribune from Washington says 
there are a number of vacancies at the 
military academy which members of the 
present Congress are entitled to fill. 
Among these are the Second, Third, 
Tenth, Eleventh and Twenty-first dis- 
tricts of Illinois, the Tenth Iowa, the 
Eleventh Mississippi and the First Ore- 
gon. These vacancies belong to the 
class which will enter the Academy 
next June, and if they are nat filled 
before the present Congress expires 
they will revert to members whose 
terms of office begin March 4 next. 

Without changing the law there will 
be no further vacancies at West Point 
until June, 1900, when upon thé gradua- 
tion of what is now the second class, 
there will be fifty-eight places to be 
filled, these being distributed ‘as fol- 
lows: At large, 2; Arkansas, 1; Con- 
necticut, Idaho, 1; Illinois, 2; Indiana, 
3; Iowa, 1; Kansas, 4; Kentucky, 2; 
Maryland Massachusetts, 5; Michigan, 
1; Minnesota, 1; Missouri, 4; Mpntana, 
1; Nebraska, 2; Nevada, New York, 3: 
Ohio, 4; Pennsylvania, 6; South Carv- 
lina, 3; Texas, 2; Virginia, 1; Tennes- 
see, 1; Washington, 1; West Virginia, 
1; Wisconsin, 1. 

The present class, On account of the 
urgent need for its men in service at 
the present time, will be graduated 
February 15. The regulation examina-

boards of army officers at the principal 
military poste throughout the country 
on March 1, but this year the exigencies 
of the service precluding the appoint- 
ment of such boards on account of the 
practical abamdonment of posts due to 
the dispatch of regiments to the West 
Indies and the Philippines, has:caused 
the War Department to order all the 
accredited gandidates to report at West 
Point for @xamination early in June. 

Although two vacancies will occur

as President. He has adhered rigidly 
to the precedent, followed almost in- 
variably by his predecessors, of re- 
stricting his appointments at both acad- 
emies to the sons of army and navy 
officers, amd even with these restric- 
tions, he has not had available one- 
tenth of the appointments. needed to 
gratify the conspicuously deserving 
cases among soldiers’ sons who, under 
the law, have no preferential treat- 
ment if they wish to follow the profes- 
sion in which their fathers acquired 
distinctioga. 

At the Naval —— there will be 
eighteen vacancies on March 5, and 
forty-five on June 30. Those that be- 
come available in March already exist, 
but: cannot be filled by the members of 
the House of Representatives, by whom 
these vagancies were permitted to lapse 
on July 1 last.

Emperor Knew His Business When

CONSTANTINOPLE, Jan. 16.—[By 
Asiatic Cable.] An imperial irade has 
been issued ordering the purchase of 
162 Krupp field guns and 30,000 sharp- 
ened’ sheHs. This is undoubtedly the 
outcome of the act of Emperor William 
on his return from the Orient, in pre- 
senting the Sultan of Turkey with a 
perfect model of the most modern 
Krupp field gufhs introduced into the 
German army. 

The German newspapers, at the time, 
commented approvingly on the Emper- 
or’s shrewdness, which they predicted 
would result in Turkey sending a 
large order for guns to Germany.

INTERNATIONAL COMBINE, 


Negotiations in Progress for Consol- 
idating Copper Mining Interests. 
{A. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Jan. 16.—The Herald 
says negotiations looking to the con- 
solidation of the copper-mining inter- 
ests of the United States have been in 
progress in this port for:a week. With 
a reputed backing no less powerful 
than that of the Standard Oil interests, 
the American Copper Mining Company, 
in its combination of six plants, ex- 
pects to .revolutionize the copper-min- 
ing industry of the world, in which the 
United Siates already figures as the 
chief factor. The Boston and Montana, 
and the Butte and Boston mining com- 
panies, the Old Dominion Copper Com- 
pany of Arizona, and the Arcadian, 
Tamarack and Osceola mining compa- 
nies of Michigan, are named as the 
component parts of the new organiza- 
tion. It is understood that the Ameri- 
can company will reach into Canada 
and absorb important copper mines 
there, thus making the combination 
international, but the Calumet and 
Hecla Company, the largest producer 
in the Lake Superior region, has so 
far declined to enter the combination. 
Disinterested observers of the trans- 
actions in copper-mining stocks for 
1898 declare that a small coterie of men 
have added $50,000,000 to their wealth 
through this channel. The combination 
springs from the recent upheaval in 
copper. Prices have soared to the 
highest figures known, in face of un- 
precedented consumption. The employ- 
ment of electrical energy has caused 
an enormous demand for copper. The 
European countries alone last year used 
456,789,759 pounds, and when it is con- 
sidered that American mines supply 
most of the foreign requirements in ad- 
dition to home demands, the possibili- 
ties in the copper situation become ap- 

parent. 

Pints of a consolidation received pub- 
licity first through the protective com- 
mittee of the Boston and Montana Com- 
pany. Stockholders were asked to Ge- 
posit their shares with a Boston trust 
company in order that they might be 
“available fo rprotection against at- 
tacks on the company’s property.” The 
matter was in charge of A. 8S. Bige- 
low, head of the Bigelow-Clark min- 
ing syndicate of Montana; Sidney 
Chase, head of a brokerage firm, rec- 
ognized as being representatives of 
the Standard Oil; Samuel Utermeyer, 
an attorney for the Standard, and Ed- 
ward C. Perkins. This request for the 
hypothecation of the stock has all 
along been regarded as a concentra- 
tion preparatory to effecting the com- 
bination. The Montana mines are the 
second most important in the State, 
which heads the list of copper-produc- 
ing States, being exceeded in im- 
portance only by the Anaconda mine, 
owned by Marcus Daly and J. B: Hag- 
gin. The Arcadian, Tamarack and Os- 
ceola properties are in the Hancock- 
Houghton copper belt, in the Northern 
Michigan peninsula. The Arcadian 
mine has not been worked to any great 
extent, although its shares advanced 
at mention of the consolidation scheme

Postmaster Mathews Advires the 
Building of a Large Pavillon for 
Exhibitions and Conventions, 


SIXTH-STREET PARK THE SITE. 


> 


BOARD OF DIRECTORS ELECTED 
HY THE ASSOCEATION, 


Annual Reports of Outgoing Officers 
are Read—Financial Aid for a 
Sick Warrior—Compliment to 
Councilman Baker. 


The meeting of the National Associa- 
tion of School Teachers’ in Los An- 
geles next summer may be the imme- 
diate means of giving to this city a 
monster pavilion or coliseum, in which 
large conventions and entertainments 
can be held. 

The erection of such a structure Was 
suggested as a possibility of the coming 
vear at the annual meeting of the 
Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation last evening. The suggestion 
was made by Gen. Mathews, who was 
called upon to make remarks which 
might be of value to the incoming 
board of directors of the association. 
Mr. Mathews intimated that it should 
be the policy of the association during 
the coming year to branch out along 
broader lines than have been taken up 
in the past. He referred to the com- 
ing Free Harbor Jubilee as an oppor- 
tunftv to advertise Los Angeles and 
Southern California to the entire coun- 
try. After advocating an active in- 
terest by the association in this cele- 
bration, the postmaster went on to 
speak of the possibilities which were 
in store for the city, if the business 
men would only take matters in their 
hands and push them to a climax. 

As a suggestion of a plausible man- 
ner of bringing to a suecessful end 
his scheme for a pavilion, Mr. Mathews 
suggested that a joint committee rep- 
resenting. the Los Angeles Board of 
Trade. the Chamber of Commerce and 
the Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation get in touch with the com- 
mittee which has in charge the enter- 
tainment of the teachers, and make ar- 
rangements for the erection of a 
monster building, which would be per- 


manent. The general's idea of a 
proper edifice, he said, was one that 
would accommodate both the Cham- 


ber of Commerce and the Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association  per- 
manently, and give them a place to 
make their exhibits. In closing he 
said: 

“Put this building up now, and let 
the teachers have it for their meetings 
next summer. and have it constructed 
for a permanent hall for other con- 
ventions which may come to Los An- 
geles in the future. If you will take 
up this work now and push it to a 
successful climax, it will be the ac- 
complishment of more than a_ good 
year’s work, not only for your organi- 
zation, but also for the Board of 
Trade and the Chamber of Com- 
merce,.”’ 


Mr. Mathews. Coumcilman 
spoke of the city’s need of a public 
library building, and suggested that 
the Sixth-street park be secured as a 
site for the proposed coliseum. On it 
he said there might be erected a three- 
story building large enough to accom- 
modate the business men’s organiza- 
tions. furnish a large hall, still 
leave ample accommodations for a li- 
brarv on the upper floor. 

In addition to the reports of the out- 
going officers of the board of directors, 
which were presented at the meeting 
last evening, the result of the after- 
noon’s election for a new directory was 
announced. The names of the candi- 
dates and the votes they received are 
as follows:

The first fifteen of the foregoing were 
declared elected, they having re- 
ceived the highest number of votes. 
Of these only Frank Simpson and J. 
M. Schneider are members of the old 
board. The new board will meet in 
the rooms of the association to elect 
officers. at 4 o'clock this afternoon. 

The retiring president of the board 
of directors. Councilman F. L. Baker, 
was presented with a set of resolu- 
tions by R. W. Burnham, on behalf 
of the outgoing board. The resolutions 
referred to the wark of the president 
in directing the affairs of the associa- 
tion. and extended to him a cordial 
vote of thanks. They were engrossed 
on heavy white paper, and surrounded 
by a. frame of oxidized silver. 

A collection of $15.35 was taken up 
at the meeting last evening to aid 
Frank Flynn, a soldier in the war with 
Spain, in getting from this city to 
his home in Newport, Ark. Flynn saw 
active service during the war, having 
taken part in seven battles, while a 
member of a Colorado regiment. At 
the capture of Manila he was knocked 
down and trampled during the march 
into the city. At that time he _ re- 
ceived fatal injuries, having sustained 
a fracture of the breast bone, which 
affected his lungs. He is now at the 
home of Mrs. Griffith. president of the 
Red Cross Society, where he is said 
‘to be slowly dying. Flynn came here 
from San Francisco a short time ago, 
and, as he was penniless, and anxious 
to get home. the Red Cross Society ap- 
pealed to the Merchants’ and Manu- 
facturers’ Association. 

The reports of the outgoing officers 
told of the work which had been done 
by the organization during the year 
just passed. and suggested many 
things which might he of advantage 
to undertake during the coming vear. 

The report of the Secretary shows 
that the membership is 340, and should 
be 500. He suggests that it would be 
advisable to publish a pamphlet for 
free distribution throughout the United 
States devoted to our industrial en- 
terprises and the possibilities of their 
enlargement. The pamphlets’ pub- 
lished by the Chamber of Commerce’ 
of this city describing the natural re- 
sources of this section have attracted to 
Southern California a large and desir- 
able class of people, and have greatly 
aided in advertising our varied agri- 
cultural resources. 

“In view of the inability to attract 
a sufficient representation of the mer- 
chants at the monthly meetings.” says 
the secretary, “‘the Board of Directors 
decided in November to issue a monthly 
bulletin for the purpose of acqnaint- 
the members with the work done By the 
directors, and also to give them an opn-

While this de- 
parture is new in Los Angeles, it has 
been successfully tried in other large 
cities. and the results have been very 
beneficial. 

The Treasurer's report shows $4625.37 


receipts , and $4076.77 expenses for the 
past year, leaving a balance on hand 
of $546.60. 


President Fred L. Baker says in his 
report: 

“Shortly after the inauguration of 
the present board of directors, a Per- 
manent Home Products’ Exposition was 
established for the purpose of foster- 
ing hombe industry and to acquaint our 
people more thoroughly with the ar- 
ticles manufactured in this city and 
thereby create a larger demand in the 
home market. In order to make the ex- 
hibit more attractive to the geneml 
public weekly concerts and entertain- 
ments were provided at different times, 
and the crowds that attended fully 
justified the action of the board of 
directors in establishing the exposi- 
tion. The interest taken by the public 
in this enterprise was more marked. 
however, than that of the manufactur- 
ers, after a life of six short months 
the board of directors felt reluctantly 
compelled to close the exhibition. As 
a result the offices of this association 
were removed to the present quarters 
in the Laughlin building. 

“The most practical, systematic and 
thorough campaign in favor of home 
products was abandoned after the entire 
city had been thoroughly canvassed by 
women who visited every home in this 
city and explained to the consumers 
the advantages and necessity for pat- 
ronizing home products whenever possi- 
ble. This work has undoubtedly pro- 
duced practical results, and has induced 
many consumers to purchase home 
products instead of foreign or im- 
ported articles.”’ 

President Baker reviews the work of 
the association in promoting public im- 
provements, such as the hitching ordi- 
nance, the repaving of Spring street. 
the increase of the number of fire hy4- 
rants in the business section of the 
city, the sweeping of the streets by 
hand. Speaking of the work now in 
hand for the immediate future, he 
Said: 

“The association is now engaged with 
the Council in preparing specifications 
to be bid upon, to take effect at the 
expiration of the present contract, for 
the collection and distribution of gar- 
bage and dead animals, and it is hoped 
that conclusions will be reached in 
connection with these matters that will! 
prove of considerable benefit to the 
public. 

The matter of securing freight rates 
that would make the San Joaquin Val- 
ley tributary to this city to a certain 
extent is treated. Presiden Baker 
says: 

“It has been the complaint of the 
merchants of this city that unjust dis- 
crimination existed against this city in 
the matter of freight rates between Los 
Angeles and San Joaquin Valley points. 
The Comenittee on Transportation took 
up this matter with the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad, and urged that freight 
rates be established between Los An- 
geles and the San Joaquin Valley equal 
per mile as is charged from San Fran- 
cisco to these points. After consider- 
able correspondence and many con- 


ferences between the committee and 
the railroad officials, the latter have 
informed the association that at the 


present time no such concessions could 
be granted, but this question is of too 
much importance to the business com- 
muni of this city to be abandoned, 
and it will undoubtedly receive the 
earnest attention of the incoming board 
of directors.” ° 

Other points mentioned in the report 
as having been within the purvies of 
the association during the past year 
are the efforts to secure lower railroad 
passenger rates to Arizona, the neces- 
sitv for securing a greater portion of 
the trade with Mexico, the possibilities 
of building up trade with the Orient 
through the new steamship line from 
San Diego, the work done in behalt 
of the harbor at San Pedro, the build- 
ing of a dry dock at San Pedro, and 
the efforts being put forth in behalf of 
the Nicaragua Canal. 

The statement is made that during 
the present session Congress will 
probably take some action favorable 
to the creation of a parcels post ex- 
press, the agitation for which was 
taken up by the association as an out- 
growth of the contention with the ex- 
press company over the question as to 
who should vay for the internal-reve- 
nue stamps placed on packages, 

It is stated that many merchants 
agreed, at the outbreak of the war with 
Spain, that any of their employés en- 
listing would be reinstated in their po- 
sitions when mustered out, and that 
that agreement has been faithfully 
kept. 

The war board, created by the asso- 
ciation to assist the members of the 
Seventh Regiment and Battery D, 
Heavy Artillery, is commended for its 
good work. 

The president commends the efforts 
which led to securing the State con- 
vention of Republican League Clubs 
next year and the convention of the 
National Educational Association for 
this city during the coming year. 

Of the future, Mr. Baker speaks as 
follows: 

“By concerted action and with addi- 
tional interest shown in the associa- 
tion by the members much will be ac- 
complished for the good of the city at 
large and for the mercantile and in- 
dustrial community. Los Angeles is 
upon the eve of one of the greatest 
eras of prosperity, and it behooves the 
merchants and manufacturers to stand

Although the few smallpox cases i 
the city have been closely quaran- 
tined and vigilantly looked after b 
the health authorities, the disease hag 
broken out in a new spot. 


It became necessary yesterday te 
hang out the yellow flag at the =? 
Star Grocery, kept by the Hoegerma 
Bros., at No. 307 East Seventh street 
and also at the home of the Hoegerme 
family, near by, No. 647 San Pedr 
street. There are in this family a 
old. man, three sons, one daughter and 
the wife of ome of the sons. One of 
the sons, a bov 14 years of age, is 
victim of the disease, and is reported 
by Health Officer Powers to be in 
very critical condition. 

The source of infection in this. cas 
is very evident, for the boy’s mathe 
has been down with the disease fo 
some weeks at No. 153 West Twenty 
ninth street. Old man Hoegerman was 
at Randsburg when his wife was take 
ill. He was sent for, but on learning 
the nature of the disease he did nog 
go to his home on Twenty-ninth street 
but remained instead at his soh’s home 
on San Pedro street, where other mem 
bers of the family have also hee 
living since the mother has been know 
to to suffering from smallpox. 

Evidently tne infection was com 
municated to the young son before the 
quarantine of the house on Twenty 
ninth street was established, for He 
has now been sick for ten days. Al 
this time a physician has been in at 
tendance, but he, so Health Office 
Powers alleges. did not report the cas¢@ 
to the health office until yesterday. The 
same doctor, it is alleged, has been 1 
charze of the case on Twenty-nint 
street, and did not report that until 
it was four days old.

BULLA AND THE 6&. P. 
Reference has heretofore been made 
in these columns ts the despicable 
methods which have been resorted to 
by the henchmen of the Southern Pa- 
cific Railroad and the agents of Dan 
M. Burns to induce members of the 
Legislature to vote for the latter for 
United States Senator. Instances of 
these despicable practices are con- 
stantly coming to light, which serve 
to show the utterly unscrupulous char- 
acter of the efforts which are being 
employed for the purpose of foisting 
the man from Mexico into a place uf 
honor and responsibility, for which he 
is not worthy, and to which he is in 
no sense entitled. 

-One of the latest instances of undue 
influence in behalf of Burns by the 
railroad develops in Riverside. An 
agent of the Southern Pacific put in 
@n appearance there last Saturday, and 
began to canvass the town, soliciting 
prominent Republicans to use their 
influence with Assemblyman Milice, of 
the Riverside district, to support the 
candidacy—not of Dan M. Burns, but 
of R. N. Bullat 

What does this signify? The friends 
and supporters of Mr. Bulla have all 
along claimed, with a great deal of un- 
mecessary vehemence, that their can- 
didate was in no sense allied to the 
Burns-S. P. movement. If this be the 
case—if there is no understanding, ex- 
pressed or implied—between the Burns 
gang and the Bulla faction, how is 
it that an agent of the Southern Pa- 
cific is in Riverside, working in the 
interest of Mr. Bulla? It is in order 
for Mr. Bulla and his friends to ex- 
plain away this peculiar circumstance, 
which is certainly not at all creditable 
to him or his candidacy.

THE CANAL IN DANGER. 

The Nicaragua Canal discussion has 
reached a point where it will bear 
close watching on part of the Ameri- 
can people. A dispatch from Wash- 
ington, published in THe Times of 
yesterday, announced that the synai- 
cate which has been figuring on the 
canal work, as opposed to the govern- 
ment plan of construction, is very 
active at Washington, with repre- 
sentatives about to appear before the 
House Committee on Commerce. THrr 
TIMES correspondent at Washington 
has been informed that the man who 
is putting up the money for this canal 
syndicate is declared to be John .. 
Rockefeller of New York, and that ne 
stands Tready to supply almost any 
2mount. 

No doubt, Mr. Rockefeller and his 
friends would be willing to put up 3l- 
most any amount of money, for the 
sake of controlling this great watcr- 
way between the two oceans. Mr. 
Rockefeller and his ambitious friends 
would, doubtiess, be willing to put up 
a considerable amount of money for 
the privilege of controlling the United 
States government, but the people of 
this country are likely to have some- 
thing to say on that score. If the 
Nicaragua Canal is to be of such bene- 
fit to the people of the Pacific Coast 
and to the country at large, as we all 
hope and believe it will be, then it 
must be controlled by the government, 
not by any syndicate of capitalists 
who believe in charging “all the traffic 
will bear.’’ For several years it has 
been evident that we must expect a 
quiet, but persistent opposition to the 
building of the canal on part of rail- 
read corporations and others, whose 
interests might be injuriously affected 
by the competition of ocean steam- 
ships. Apparently recognizing the 
fact that the public demand for this 
great improvement is too strong to be 
sidetracked, these greedy and selfish 
speculators are now trying to control 
what they cannot do away with. 

A canal through the isthmus, con- 
trolled by private parties, might be 
somewhat better than no canal at 
all, but it is not what the people of 
the United States want—it is not what 
the people wiil insist upon having, if 
they are wise.

THE WORI.D'S WHEAT SUPPLY. 

The gloomy statements made by Sir 
William Crooke, in his presidential 
address to the British Association for 
the Advancement of Science, in ‘Sep- 
tember, regarding a coming shortage 
in the world’s wheat supply, have 
‘peen made the subject of nimeérois 
articles in the presse of this and other 
countries. Some writers have taken 
the truth of the British scientists 
statements for granted, while others 
point out that the figures are ¢reatly 
at variance with the facts. 

It is. indeed, surprising that a man 
of Sir William Crooke’s attainments 
shonld have been led to make asser- 
tions which a little careful inquiry 
must have shown to be unfounded. 
He is ably answered in the Popular 
Science Monthly for December by Ed- 
ward Atkinson, who has made a study 
of preduction and prices of wheat for 
a quarter of a century, and is, besides, 
thorcughly well acquainted with the 
resources Of this great wheat-produc- 
ing country. 

Sir William assumed that the jres- 
ent supply is a little short of 2,309,000 
bushels, and that in the next thirty- 
three years the demand will increase 
about 1,270,000,000 bushels, and that 
by that time all the available arable 
land in the world not devoted to other 
crops will be so fully utilized in wheat 
production that all of it will be needed 
to give the bread-eaters their food. 
Then he asks: ‘“‘Where can be grown 
the additional 390,000,000 bushels re- 
quired ten years latcr by a hungry 
world?” His only apparent hope of 
relief is in the use of artificially-pro- 
duced nitrogen for fertilizing pur- 
poses, and he considers at some length, 
and with much detail, the possibility 
of obtaining this agent from ‘he ai: 
by electrical means. 

Mr. Atkinson first points to the fact 
thet, even supposing there should pe 
au serious shertage of wheat, there are 
many substitutes, euch as oats. corn 
anil beans. It is, however, not neces- 
sary to fall back upon this argument. 
Mr. Atkinson shows that two-thirds 
of the land in the United Siates, not 
counting Alaska 


ner the n7newly- 
acquired territory, is susceptible of 
cultivation. On one-tenth, wheat 


encugh could be raised to sxpply the 
whole demand of the whole wor'd 
without having a kerrel of it gicw 
anywhere else. Already America pro- 
duces from 600,000,000 to 700,000,000 
bushels (one-third or one-quarter of 
the total consumption) on a fraction 
over 2 per cent. of its soil, or about 
71,000 square miles. 

Disregarding the remainder of the 
country, Mr. Atkinson shows what 
might be done in Minnesota and the 
two Dakotas. Those three States have 
produced this year 190,000,000 bushels 
of wheat, cr mcre than enough ioc meet 
England's deficit. This amount was 
grown on twenty thcusand square 
miles, or one-eighth of the arable land 
of the States in question. In oather 
words, if Minnesota and the Dakotas 
went into wheat-growing thor- 
oughly as they might, they could, at 
the present rate of production, furnish 
more than double the whole amecunt 
now raised in the United States, and 
four-fifths of the world’s present cou- 
sumption. 

Then there is Montana and the ex- 
tensive British provinces in the nerth- 
western part of Canada where it has 
recently been discovercad that wheat 
may successfully be raised over «n 
extent of territory hitherto undreamrd 
of in that connection. It is safe to 
say that, with a certainty of dollar 
wheat for a few years, this continent 
will undertake to raise sufficient grain 
to keep our British cousins from going 
hungry.

HAMBURG EXPOSITION. 


Report of the Commission a Full 
Year Late. 


The report of the commission that 
represented California at the Inter- 
national Horticultural Exposition at 
Hamburg, Germany, in 1897, has just 
been received by the Chamber of Com- 
meree in this city. Owing to the 
economic proclivities of ex-Gov. Budd, 
which resulted in the closing of the 
State Printing Office, the report is 
just a year late. 

That California was awarded the gold 
medal for the best exhibit of horti- 
cultural products shows that the par- 
ticipation of this State in the expo- 
sition was successful, yet the commis- 
sioners in their report make it ap- 
parent that the opportunities offered 
were not taken advantage of. It is 
quite apparent that the economical 
appropriation was a piece of penny- 
wise and pound-foolish policy, in as 
much as the lack of funds made it 
impossible to take the attachés of the 
exhibit from this country. They were 
hired in Hamburg, and consequently 
were ill acquainted with any of the 
conditions which surround the raising 
of fruit in California. In this con- 
nection the report says: 

“From the throng that daily crowded 
the California exhibit thousands 
of questions were hurled at the assist- 
ants, which related to California, her 
climate, her methods, etc., etc.; ques- 
tions which the said assistants, be- 
cause of pardonable ignorance and in 
spite of continued coaching, could not 
answer. 

“We were impressed with the im- 
portance of having assistants acquaint- 
ed with the State, and would recom- 
mend that in all cases hereafter where 
funds are available, all the employés 
around a California exhibit, whether 
at home or abroad, should be Califor- 
nians, and, so far as possible, people 
who are familiar with the State, its 
characteristics and resources.” 

The report speaks of a disadvantage 
to California, resulting out of the 
awarding of the gold medal to this 
State. Many of the native exhibitors 
became jealous of the garden State of 
this country, and were ready to “knife” 
California at every opportunity. In 
this line the commission recom-nends 
that-the growers of California unite to 
sell their products at a uniform price, 
in order that a market for fruits may 
he secured in Germany and_— other 
European countries. 

The report shows that despite the 
fact that Los Angeles and Southern 
California, contributed in a_— great 
measure to the success of the exhibit, 
all three of the commissioners were 
appointed fren San Francisco and 
north of there. 


LINSEED OIL TRUST. 


President Mille Tells the Object of 
the New Corporation. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CLEVELAND (O.,) Jan. 16.—B. F. 
Mills of this city, who has just been 
elected president of the new Linseed 
Oil Trust. which controls all of the 
larger linseed oil plants in the country, 
in discussing the plans of the new’ or- 
ganization today, said: 
“The output of the trust will con- 
tinue about as it has been in the 
past. when the companies were manvw- 
facturing independently. The great 
object is to steady the market and 
sustain it on a solid basis and make 
it non-speculative. If anything, prices 
will be decreased rather.than ‘in- 
creased. The combination. will en- 
deavor to increase and systemize our 
trade with England, and to gét a bet- 
ter footing in the markets of Honolulu 
and the West Indies.” 
Mr. Mills said that the capital stock 
of the consolidated concerns would 
reach $33,000,000.

Each table 
has its operator, and the whole game 
is carried out before the eyes of the 
player. But Arizona is not as far ad- 
vanced as matchless California. Here 
the “sure-thing’’ gambler puts his de- 
vice in an oaken box operated by a 
nickel-in-the-slot, and lets the “‘sucker’”’ 
blindly hope that he may win—which 
he seldom does. 

‘Ome nickel is not of much value, but 
nickels make dollars and it’s dollars 
that gur wages are paid in. Only a 
few days ago I saw a laboring man, 
who-has a family, feed $7, his week's 
wages, to a machiné in a down-tow 

bar-room. And after-he hdd lost h 

last nickel, the kind-hearted bartender 
called him over and treated him to a 
5-cent drink. 

The  nickel-in-the-slot machine ig 
looked upon by most citizens of Los 
Angeles as a novelty machine, where 
one can try his luck with a nickel or a 
dime and no harm done. But it is more 
than this. It has all the elements of 
a full-fledged percentage, gambling 
scheme. It differs onlv in the fact that 
it is mechanical, and the amount played 


is not large. The principle is tHe same. 


and the fact remains that percentage 
gambling for money is going on in 
every bar-room in the city. 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


Contract With Attorneys to Recover 
Commissions Condemned. 

The Board of Trade directors yester- 
day afternoon adopted the following 
preamble and resolution: 

“Whereas, an attempt is being made 
to test the validity of a law passed 
March 9, 1893, which act abolishes the 
commissions ‘or fees theretofore al- 
lowed by law to the counties for col- 
lecting the State’s proportion of taxes; 
and, 


“Whereas, upon the 19th day of Oc- — 


tober, 1898, the Board of Supervisors 
of Los Angeles county entered into a 
contract with certain attorneys to col- 
lect the commissions or charges claimed 
to be due this county, upon the theory 
that the court shall determine the 
act of March 9, 1893, invalid; and 

“Whereas, under the-contract referred 
to, suit has been instituted for the re- 
covery of $104,068.02, the said attor- 
neys to receive 15 per cent. of the 
amount collected; and 

“Whereas, the collection of the above 
ecoenmissions will be of no benefit 
whatever to this county, as the State 
would in turn again collect the 
amount of such commissions from the 
county—the county being out of pocket 
the amount paid the attorneys for col- 
lection; therefore, be it 


“Resolved. That the Los Angeles 


Board of Trade do all in its power to . 


prevent the enforcement of the con- 
tract entered into by the said attor- 
neys with the said Board of Super- 
visors of Los Angeles county; and that 
@ committee be appointed to request 
the Board of Supervisors to rescind 
its contract with said attorneys.” 

A comniuncation was presented from 
the California Miners’ Association, 
notifying the board that at the first 
meeting of the committee on “con- 
servation of water,” of ‘the associa- 
tion, a resolution was passed extend- 
ing an invitation to all commercial 
bodies in the State to appoint dele- 
gates to confer with the committee on 
that important subject on the 21st inst., 
at the rocens of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce. . The secre- 
tary, E. H. Benjamin, requests that the 
board will be represented at this con- 
ference: The matter was referred to 
the president, with power to make the 
appointments. 

A communication was received from 
the Philadelphia Commercial Museum, 
informing the board that there will be 
held in: Philadeiphia, in the autumn of 
1899,.a2 national exposition, designed to 
foster American export trade. Ameri- 
can ‘nanufactures will be displayed 
with similar competing lines made in 
Europe, Responsible merchants from 
all parts of the world will be there te 
test the advantage of dealing with the 
United States. 

A communication was read from the 
Chamber of Commerce of the city of 
New, York, containing a report of its 
Committee on Foreign Commerce d 
the Revenue Laws, regarding a enmhe- 
jal to the President of the United

A411, ALONG THE LINE. 

The Pasadena hack-drivers have 
won in their fight against the ordinance 
preventing them from soliciting pat- 
ronage on the streets. It is to be 
hoped, however, that they will not, on 
this account, be so noisy in exercising 
their rights as to make th lves ob- 
noxious to citizens generally. 


Pasadena has a coéperative colony 
scheme incubating. It is useless, how- 
ever, to give advice to those who pro- 
pose to enter these communistic com- 
binations. Experience is the only 
teacher from which they will take a 
lesson. ‘The latest scheme is always 
one which will be the exception to all 
history. 


Nathan L. Amster, in a letter to the 
Globe Times, calls attention to a sub- 
ject which is worthy of prompt consid- 
eration by the people of Arizona, 
namely, that of making an exhibit at 
the Paris Exposition in 1900. The great 
mineral resources of that Territory 
are, as Mr. Amster remarks, but little 
known to the world. Capital is needed 
there, and the Territory cannot afford 
to miss the opportunity to make itself 
known abroad. 


M. L. Raymond, a Rough Rider who 
fought in the battles before Santiago, 
and was afterward honorably  dis- 
charged, is reported by the Arizona Re- 
publican to be lying critically ill at 
Maricopa, in a hut made of railroad 
ties, without means and with no one 
to care for him. The citizens of Mari- 
copa have appealed to the officials of 
the eounty, but nothing has been done 
toward meeting the pressing wants of 
the sick soldier. It is astonishing that 
there are people of Arizona who will 
subject themselves to the reproach of 
such inhumanity, regardless of the fact 
that the sufferer is one of those who 
won fame for the Territory by his ser- 
vice in the war. 


It is announced that Edgar Van Et- 
ten, general superintendent of the New 
York Central and Hudson River Rail- 
road, will arrive in this city soon. Mr. 
Van Etten’s visit following that of 
First Vice-President Charles C. Clarke 
of the same road, has given rise to the 
suspicion that something besides pleas- 
‘ure prompts his coming. It will be re- 
membered that Chauncey M. Depew 
long ago expressed the conviction that 
the Pacific Coast is to get the greatest 
benefit from the results of the war, 
and that the New York Central has 
been credited with seeking to extend 
its lines to this Coast. If these offi- 
cials are in search of a site for a depot, 
Los Angeles will try to find a plot of 
ground which they can use. 


The all-advised decision of the Board 
of Supervisors of San Bernardino 
county to withdraw that county's ex- 
hibit from the Los Angeles Chamber 
of Commerce has aroused much ad- 
verse criticism. The Ontario Observer, 
an ardent advocate of the horticultural 
and agricultural interesis of San Ber- 
nardino county, sums up the matter 
thus: 

“The proposition to withdraw the San 
- Bernardino county exhibit from the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce seems 
to have nothing to justify it but penury 
and stupidity. The people who come to 
Southern California do not as a rule 
first arrive in this county, but go in- 
stead to the southern metropolis and 
learn there of the immense resources 
of the outlying country. And _ the 
Chamber of Commerce is the school 
where the tenderfoot may have object 
lessons concerning the productivity of 
this God’s southwestland. To take 
away from that school this county’s ex- 
hibit would not only make the Cham- 
ber of Commerce an unsatisfactory ex- 
ponent of Southern California’s re- 
sources, but it would redound in no 
small degree to our disadvantage. We 
want the easterner’s energy and his 
capital to help make our country great 
and rich and prosperous. Why set a 
handicap for ourselves by stupidly 
withdrawing our advertising from the 
one place where it can do and is doing 
the most good?”

The Matter of the Supplemental Reg- 
ister Agrin. in Court—The Cattle 
Raiding Carne on Trial—Mise 
Bibby Returned. 


A serious situation confronts the city 
in the arbitration of the question of 
the value of the water company § plant, 
and the condition of affairs was the 
basis yesterday for the first real con- 
test that has taken place in the new 
City Council. The proposition was 
made to retain ex-City Attorney Dunn 
and ex-City Engineer Dockweiler for 
ten days at a salary of $25 per day for 
the purpose of completing the presenta- 
tion of the evidence for the city before 
the board of arbitration. This was 
violently opposed by some of the mem- 
bers of the Council, but a motion for 
their employment was adopted by a 
vote of 5 to 4. As six votes are neces- 
sary to order the expenditure of money, 
Dunn and Dockweiler will not accept 
the action of the Council and will retire 
from the case unless they are protected 
by a contract with the city. 

The board of consulting engineers, 
upon whom the city depends for its 
technical testimony in the water arbi- 
tration, have caught the fever of de- 
manding a contract, and yesterday they 
too threatened to leave the service of 
the city. That matter will be arranged 
by the Finance Committee Saturday, 
but what will be done in the mean time 
will not be known until the arbitrators 
meet this morning. 

Thomas Goss was unanimously 
elected a member of the Board of Police 
Commissioners yesterday to fill the 
Vacancy caused by the resignation of 
W. G. Worsham. 

The offer made several weeks ago by 
A. J. Copp and wife to conditionally 
deed to the city the Gardner-Zellner 
Block has been withdrawn. 

The Council has decided to allow the 
outgoing city officials pay for only two 
days’ services, performed in showing 
the new officials what their duties were. 
The Finance Committee recommended 
three days’ pay, but the other members 
thought two days sufficient. 

THe contest over the purchase of an 
engine-house site on Jefferson street 
was settled yesterday by the adoption 
of an ordinance accepting the deed for 
the property originally selected by the 
committee. 

The trial of H. L. Flournoy, who was 
charged with being concerned with Ro- 
maldo Lopez in stealing and disposing 
of cattle from the herd of Dolores M. 
Vejar, began yesterday. If the allega- 
tions made by the prosecution are cor- 
réct, Flournoy was the more culpable 
of the two, ‘but the evidence put in 
yesterday was not very satisfactory, 
and indicated that the main witness 
was attempting to shield the defandant 
or else had a woefully bad memory. 

Judge Shaw yesterday took the case 
of McBride vs. County Treasurer Jones 
under advisement. This is the suit 
wherein it is sought to enjoin the 
County Treasurer from paying the con- 
tract price for printing the supple- 
mental registers, on the ground that 
they were not delivered to the county 
within the statutory time. 

The Pacific Yacht Company has been 
sued by W. P. Haworth for $800 on a 
note, and the officers are sued indi- 
vidually, as it is alleged that the cor- 
poration is insolvent. 

Judge Trask yesterday declared the 
hack ordinance at Pasadena tc be in- 
valid, on the ground that it is class 
Giscrimination. The opinion handed 
down is couched in unequivocal lan- 
guage that is far removed from the ordi- 
mary dry technicality of a legal docu- 
ment. 

The Kuns fantily were again before 
Judge Clark yesterday. The husband, 
Nathaniel Kuns, had not paid his wifes 
attorney's fees, and had thrown out of 
his house the woman to whom he as- 
cribes his domestic troubles.

WATER ARBETRATION MUDDLE 
THAT MAY PROVE COSTLY. 


Proposition to Retain Former Of- 
ficiuls Stirs Up a Row Which 
Haxw Its Ugly Side—Lively Session 
of the City Gouncil. 


The most interesting and important 
session that the mew City Council has 
yet held was that of yesterday when, 
in addition to tnansacting much #usi- 


ness of importamce to nearly all the, 
property-owners, the Council experi- 
enced its first serious division. Here- 


tofore there have been no disputes, 
and but little debate on any of the 
subjects that hawe come before the 
Council. Perhaps this was because 
there had been no subjects before the 
Council which were worth troubling 
about, but yesterday the new Council 
had its first hack at a subject closely 
related to the water question, and it 
caused a ruction that took hours to 
heal, and even then resulted in a di- 
vision that will be permanent so far 
as that particular subject is concerned, 
The matter did not come up in public 
until nearly the last thing in the after- 
noon session, but privately the Coun- 

ilmen fought it out hours before there 

s any public intimation of what was 
coming. The question on which this di- 
vision occurred was that of retaining 
ex-City Attorney Dunn and ex-City 
Bngineer Dockweiler in the matter of 
the water arbitration. They were 
finally retained by a vote of five to 
four, but notice was served on the ma- 
jority of the Council that the end of 
the matter is not yet. 

The water question was, of course. 
the most important measure before the 
Council, but there were a number of 
other matters of more than usual! in- 
t to the property-owners. 

The financial reports of the officers 
ped have charge of the city’s finances 

e first presented and referred tuo 
the Finance Committee. 
CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT.

cently purchased lots for engine-house 
sites. These sites had been accepted 
some time ago, and under we en 
of the Council the deeds d_heen 
placed of record. The City Attorney 
was of the opinion that before the sev- 
eral deals were complete it would De 
necessary to adopt an ordinance ac- 
cepting each particular deed, and he 
therefore presented the ordinances. Al! 
of them were adopted by the Council 
except that transferring certain prop- 
erty at Jefferson and McClintock 
streets, which was laid over wntil the 
afternoon session, a protest against the 
acceptance of this deed having beer 
filed and a hearing having been set tor 
the afternoon session. 

The City Attorney also presented a 
report on the matter of the protest 
against the proposed resurfacing of 
North Main street. His opinion on this 
matter was published in full several 
days ago. His recommendation to the 
Council was that the proceedings be 
abandoned. On motion of Councilm1n 
Pessell the matter was referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

Ex-City Attorney Dunn, who ap- 
peared as the representative of the 
property on Jefferson street, the final 
purchase of which had been deferred, 
asked that the Council allow the board 
of arbitrators the use of the Counril 
chamber as early as possible in the 
afternoon. He said the board desired 
to meet at 3 o'clock to resume work. 
He was told that the chamber would 
be vacated as early as the business of 
the Council permitted. 

NEW OIL WELL ORDINANCE. 

Attorney R. L. Horton, representing 
the Westlake Park Improvement and 
Protective Association. appeared be- 
fore the Council and presented a draft 
of an ordinance intended to remedy 
the defects in the- ordinance which 
was declared illegal by Justice Mor- 
rison nearly two months ago. The old 
ordinance was declared to be defec- 
tive in that it declared in a preamble 
that its purpose was to regulate the 
drainage near the parks, and it did 
not specify that it was for the protec- 
tion of the park. There were other 
points in which the old ordinance was 
declared to be weak, and the new 
measure presented by Mr. Horton is 
intended to covar all the weak points 
in the old ordinance. and at the same 
time protect the park from the en- 
croachments of the oil interest. The 
presentation of such an ordinance was 
made at this time because of the fact 
a number of new derricks are being 
erected within the old  1600-foot limit 
and the people in the vicinity of West- 
lake Park fear that their property 
may be ruined if the work of drilling 
many oils wells on the side of the 
hill toward Westlake Park is allowed 
to proceed. 

The new ordinance contains a pre- 
amble that clearly defines its purposes, 
and therefore removes all question as 
of the intention of the measure. The 
ordinance is entitled “‘An ordinance 
prohibiting the drilling, pumping or 
operating of oil wels within a certain 
distance of the exterior boundaries of 
Westlake Park, and of Sunset Park. 
public parks of the city of Los An- 
geles.’’ The preamble in which the 
intention of the ordinance is declared, 
follows: 

“Whereas. Sunset Park situate 
one block west of Westlake Park, in 
the city of Los Angeles, and is about 
to be improved as a public park, by 
and for the use and benefit of the 
citizens of said city as a place of re- 
sort for health and pleasure, and 
that said park has many of the 


topographical features surrounding it 

possessed by Westlake Park. . 
“Whereas, Westlake Park situate 

within the corporate limits of the 


city of Los Angeles, is a beautiful 
park of about thirty-five acres in ex- 
tent, highly improved, containing a 
lake of clear water, driveway. foliage, 
shrubbery, flowers, trees foun- 
tains, 

“That said Westlake Park is a pleas- 
ure resort for large numbers of peo- 
ple who resort there for health and 
recreation; that surrounding said park 
there are high grounds and hills and 
a large number of beautiful and 
highly-improved homes and residences 
which are erected on said lands sur- 
rounding said park, so that the out- 
look from said park is one of great 
beauty, esnecially in the direction of 
the foothills and mountains. on the 
northeast, north and northwest of 
said parks, 

“Whereas, the business of drilling 
pumping and operating oil wells has 
been carried on for some time in a 
northeasterly direction from said park 
and has been and now is tending to- 
ward said park, and has reached a dis- 
tance of about sixteen hundred feet 
from the exterior boundaries of said 
Westlake Park on the northeast, and 
is tending toward the southwest, and 
in a direction toward said park: that 
the drilling, pumping and 
of said oil wells within the limits of 
said city has been fraught with much 
damage to property and hazard to 
both life and property: that crude oil 
in bulk and quantity is of necessity 
kept at said wells, and sump-holes are 
provided for refuse oil, which in rainy 
seasons overflow, and said refuse oil 
running down through the streets of 
the city, and if said oil wells are per- 
mitted near said parks, which are situ- 
ated much lower than the surrounding 
territory, refuse oil may find its way 
into said parks and do muah damage 
to the lake, drives, walks, flowers and 
foliage in said Westlake Park and the 
grounds of said Sunset Park: that 
natural gas is generated at said oil 
wells, and is liable ot cause damage 
to life and property by explosions: fires 
and explosions have occurred in said 
oil district, being directly attributable 
to said gas and oil: that of necessity 
to drill and drive casing in said wells, 
and to remove casing therefrom, un- 
sightly derricks from fifty to sixty 
feet high are erected and maintained; 
that upon said grounds surrounding 
said parks, within a distance of 1600 
feet, they would be particularly offen- 
sive to the public resorting to said 
parks, as obstructing the view from 
said parks: that said derricks are 
erected so thickly in said oil territory 
as to become almost a complete bar- 
rier to the view; that said oil wells 
are operatedeby steam generated by 
crude gil, and large volumes of dense 
black smoke are created by the burn- 
ing of the said oil, which said smoke 
settles down in heavy black clouds 
for blocks over and surrounding the 
territory of said city where said oil 
wells are drilled or operated. and if 
said wells are permitted to approach 
nearer to said parks than the limit in 
this ordinance fixed, said smoke would 
render the air of said parks obnoxious 
to the human senses; that there is an 
indescribable odor, strong and offen- 
sive, created by said crude oil, and by 
the burning of said crude oil, and the 
stench therefrom permeates the air 
wherein said wells are drilled or oper- 
ated, and for several blocks surrounding 
said oil territory:, that said drilling, 
pumping or operating said ‘oil wells, if 
permitted to approach any nearer than 
1600 feet of said park, would become a 
nuisance to said park and to the pub- 
lic who resort there for fresh air and 
healthful outdoor exercise.’ 

For the reasons stated in the fore- 
going preamble, the ordinance provides 
that it shall be unlawful to drill or 
operate any oil well within. 1600 feet 
of Westlake or Sunset parks. Each 
day that such a well is opertead in 
the strict is to constitute a separate 
offense. The penalty provided for the 
violation of the ordinance is a fine not 
exceeding $100 and not less than $10, 
or imprisonment for a_ term not 
exceeding fifty days, or both fine and 
imprisonment. All the old ordinances 
in conflict with the new one are by its 
provisions repealed. 

Mr. Horton, after reading the ordi- 
nance, addressed the Council at length 
on the subject. He pointed to the ne- 
cessity for some such protection to the 
parks, declaring that unless it was 
afforded the parks Would ie ruined.

He wanted the ordinance placed upon 
its passage at once, As there are 
several legal points involved, the 
Council thought it would be better to 
refer the matter to the City Attor- 
ney for investigation, and that rvference 
was ordered, the instructions being for 
the attorney to report on the matter 
at the afternoon session. In the after- 
noon City Attorney Haas appeared be- 
fore the Council and stated that it 
would be impossible for him to make 
a report then, as there were several 
points in the ordinance presented 
which would require careful investiga- 
tion. The matter therefore went over 
until the next regular session of the 
Council. 


MANY BIDS RECEIVED. 
So nuenerous were the bids presented 
before the Council at 11 o'clock yester- 
day morning that more than. half an 


hour was required for their opening 
and examination. Many of these bids 


were for street work, but in addition 
to them there were twenty-six bids 
for engine-house sites in the several 


districts in which a readvertisement for 
bids had been ordered by the Council. 
Among these were a number of bids 
for a site of an engine house in the 
Plaza district. When this matter 
was up before there was quite a con- 
troversy over the selection of a site, 
the offer that was about to be accepted 
being shown to" be so complicated as 
to excite suspicion in certain quarters 
as to the regularity of the transaction. 
A certain tract was offered to the 
city for $16,000, but the real. owners 
were parting with it on a_ basis of 
$9000. This time the tract was 
offered for $15,000. All of the bids 
for engine-house sites were referred 
to the Board of Public Works in con- 
nection with the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners. The street work for which 
bids were received included the im- 
provement of Witmer street, between 
Sixth and Orange; the improvement 
of Twenty-first street, between Tober- 
the improve- 
nent of Jefferson street, between Ver- 
mont avenue and Durango street; the 
curbing and sidewalking of Edgeware 
Road between Bellevue and Calumet 
avenue; the sidewalking of Ninth street 
between Main and Figueroa streets, 
and the construction of a sewer on 
portions of Brooklyn avenue and Breed 
street. All of the improvement bids 
were referred to the Board of Public 
Works. and that for the sewer work to 
the Sewer Committee. 

All of the ordinances which a 
presented with the report of the City 
Clerk were adopted under suspensions 
of the rules. They were final ordi- 
naneces. ordering certain street work. 
They have been published heretofore. 
The City Clerk notified the Council 
that certain important contracts were 
about to expire. and the following ref- 
erence was made of such notices: Gar- 
bage contract, referred to the Board 
of Public Works; stationary and city 
printing contracts referred to the Sup- 
ply Committee; contract for the re- 
moval of dead animals, referred to the 
Board of Public Works. 

A recommendation was received from 
the Board of Police Commissioners, re- 
questing that the Council order the 
publication ef all the city ordinances 
in book form. It has been ten years 
since this was done, and there are now 
thousands of ordinances on file in the 
City Clerk’s office, and it has become 
a most difficult matter to find certain 
laws, when they are wanted. The cost 
of such work would be considerable, and 
the matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee to ascertain how the ex- 
pense could be provided for if it is de- 
cided to have the ordinances codified. 

The bill of the West Side Water 
Company for $350 for rent of thirty- 
five hydrants for three months, which 
had been presented to the Board of 
Fire Commissioners and by them sent 
to the Council, was referred to the Fi- 
nance Committee. 

The request of the Board of Fire Com- 
missioners for permission to proceed 
with the preparation of the plans for 
the new engine houses was referred to 
the Board of Fublic Works. 

The Board of Park Commissioners 
sent a request to the Council that the 
park salary ordinance be.so amended 
as to provide for a foreman at the 
Fremont Gate gardens with a salary of 
$2.25 per day. The matter was referred 
to the Finance Committee. 

ALLOWED TWO DAYS’ SALARY. 

When the demands that had been ap- 
proved by the Finance Committee were 
taken up, Chairman Toll of that com- 
mittee explained that as has been the 
custom the committee had allowed the 
retiring city officials their salaries for 
three days in this year during the time 
that they were engaged in showing 
their successors their duties. He said 
that some objection had been made to 
this by the present officials, who as- 
serted that their predecessors had not 
worked the three full davs, and some 
of them had immediately upon leaving 
the city’s employ gone to the county 
and were drawing pay from it. Mr. 
Pierce moved that the demands be. so 
amended as to allow for only two 
days’ service. The motion prevailed, 
and later in the day the amended de- 
mands were approved. 

On recommendation of the Supply 
Committee the contract for furnishing 
meat to the City Jail was awarded to 
J. G. Schaeffer. The contract will con- 
tain a provision that all meats so de- 
livered must be Satisfactory to the 
Chief of Police. 


CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Engineer were the following 
ordinances, all of which were adopted 
under suspension of the rules: Final 
ordinances establishing the grades of 
Bunker Hill avenue from Alpine street 
to New Depot street: Anita street from 
Adams street to Jefferson street; Hall- 
dale avenue from Adams street to Jef- 
ferson street; Dalton avenue from 
Adams. street to Jefferson street: 
Pioneer avenue from Adams street to 
Jefferson street; Peabody avenue from 
Adams street to Jefferson street: Ho- 
bart ‘avenue from Adams street to 
Jefferson street: Twenty-seventh street 
from Normandie avenue to Western 
avenue; Twenty-ninth,street from Nor- 
mandie avenue to Western avenue; 
Thirtieth street from Normandie ave- 
nue to Western avenue; ordinance fix- 
ing and establishing the width of side- 
walks on Lebanon street at five feet: 


ordinance establishing the width of 
sidewalks on DeLong street at six 
feet; ordinance granting property- 


owners permission to construct by pri- 
vate contract a sewer on Park Grove 
avenue between St. James Park and a 
point 105 feet south of Twenty-third 
street. 

The City Engineer reported that in 
the matter of the proposed improve- 
ment of Mission road from Main street 
to the northwest corner of East Los 
Angeles Park he had not been in- 
structed as to the kind of sidewalk and 
curb desired.

His 
recommendation that the proceedings 
for the repaving of San Fernando 
street be abandoned was also referred 
to the’ Board of Public Works.

Lucy J. Harvey petitioned the Council 
to rescind its former action of offering 
her $400 in settlement of her claim on 
account of damage to her property in 
the eatting down of a street and to or- 
der that the sidewalk near her property 
he lowered at the city’s expense in ad- 
dition to the proposed payment of $400. 
The matter went to the Finance Com- 
mittee. 


POLICE COMMISSIONER CHOSEN. 
Mr. Baker called attention to the fact 
that a vacaney existed in the Board of 


Police Gommissioners and moved that 
the 


Council proceed to elect such a 
commissioner. His motion prevailed, 
and. .he placed the name of Thomas 


Goss before the Council for that posi- 
tion. There were no other nominations, 
and on the call of the roll Mr. Goss was 
unanimously elected. He is out of the 
city and will not attend today’s meet- 
ing of the commission. 

Mr. Silver called attention to the fact 
that the appoiniments of the new 
Board of Library Trustees had not been 
approved by the Council and asked 
whether the Council desired to take up 
the matter at that time. He said the 
nominations made by the Mayor had 
been held up at the last meeting at the 
request of the Mayor, and that they 
were still before the Council. It could 
not be stated whether the reason why 
the Mayor desired no action for the 
present had been removed, and-in the 
absence of such information the Coun- 
cil took no action on the matter. A 
recess until 2 o’clock was then taken. 


BEHIND CLOSED DOORS, 


Meeting of the Council That Was 
not on the Programme. 

When the Council adjourned for the 
noon recess the request was made of 
the members that they assemble 
promptly at 2 o'clock, as the Board of 
Arbitrators desired to use the Council 
chamber as soon as the afternoon ses- 
sion had been completed. All of the 
members came back to the City Hall 
in plenty of time to have convened the 
afternoon session before 2 o'clock, but 
the session was not called to order until 
nearly 3 o’clock. There was a crowded 
lobby waiting for the meeting, for 
there were a number of matters which 
were to ce-me up in which many people 
are interested. Several attorneys who 
wereto address the Council waited and 
waited, but for nearly an hour there 
was no public meeting. All this time, 
however, ther® was a meeting or assem- 
blage of the Councilmen behind the 
locked doors of the committee room, in 
which, the proceedings, had they been 
made public, might have been of much 


greater interest than the public ses- 
sion. 
This session was attended during 


part of the time by all the members. 
axcept City Attorney Haas and 
City Engineer Olmsted, no one other 
than Councilmen was present. The 
proposition was to be made to the 
Council to retain ex-City Attorney 
Dunn and ex-City Engineer Dock- 
weiler to assist in the presentation 
of the city’s side of the water case 
before the Board of Arbitrators, and 
as the Councilmen were called together 
to ascertain their opinions of the mat- 
ter. When it was first mentioned in 
this informal meeting there was such 
opposition to it that for-a time it 
was thought the proposition would be 
hopelessly lost. The two Democrcatic 
members, Messrs. Todd Pessell. 
were unalterably opposed to it, and 
Counciknen Blanchard and Louder 
were as immovable in their opposi- 
tion. At first two or three of the 
other Republican members were not 
disposed to consider the matter favor- 
ably, but when City Attorney, Haas 
and City Engineer Olmsted explained 
their views, some of those opposing it 
changed their minds. Still it was not 
certain that there was any hope for 
the measure, and after forty-five -nin- 
utes spent in arguing the question, it 
was finally decided to fight it out 
in open Council, and the members re- 
paired to the Council chamber to he- 
gin the afternoon session. 


AFTERVOON SESSION. 
New Council Equal to the Old in 
Fighting Qualities. 

The first matter to be taken up at 
the afternoon session was the hearing 
of the appeal of J. G. de Turk from the 
acts and determinations of the Street 
Superintendent in accepting the work 
done in the improvement of Figueroa 
street between Sixth and Pico streets. 
Attorney J. L. Murphey appeared for 
Contractor “Austin, who improyed the 
street. Attorney T. L. Gibbon, who 
represented the appellant, stated that 
his client had owned considerable prop- 
erty on the street at the time the ap- 
peal was filed, but a foreclosure had 
been made against him since then. He 
had also gone to considerable expense 
to secure analytical tests of the ma- 
terial used in the street, but not being 
a man of large means his funds had 
become depleted, so that he was unable 
to proceed with the matter. He there- 
fore asked that the appeal be with- 
drawn. The Council thereupon voted 
to deny the protest. 

The hearing of the protest of M. E. 
Blake and others against the proposed 
sewering of Thirty-s2venth street be- 
tween Figueroa street and Wesley ave- 
nue had been set for hear:ng at the 
same hour. The matter had been re- 
ferred to the Health Officer some weeks 
ago, however, and no report had been 
made on it. The hearing was therefore 
continued for one week: and the clerk 
directed to notify the Health Officer 
to make a report. 


COPP OFFER WITHDRAWN. 


Attorney J. L. Murphey, who, as the 
representative of A. J. Copp and wife, 
had offered on December 27 to deed the 
city the Gardner-Zellner Block ad- 
joining the City Hall, provided certain 
conditions were complied with, asked 
the Council whether anything had been 
done in relation to the matter. Presi- 
dent Silver informed him that no action 
had been taken; that the deed had been 
referred to the committee of the whole, 
and that no meeting of that committee 
had been held at which the Copp offer 
could . be considered. Mr. Murphey 
then asked permission of the Council 
to withdraw the deed at least tem- 
porarily. He said objection had been 
made to certain features of it by some 
of the members and he _ thought it 
necessary that he consult with his ecli- 
ent before doing anything else. He was 
permitted to withdraw the deed. 
FIFTH WARD ENGINE-HOUSE SITE 

Councilman Toll then brought up the 
matter of the approval of the deed 
for the engine-house site an Jefferson.

property had been filed-with the Coun- 
cil, and the final acceptance of the deed 
had been deferred pending a disposal of 
this protest. sAttorney John T, Jones 
appeared for the protestants. He made 
a long speech, in whieh he stated that 
the people in that ward, or at least, 
those who had signed the protest, did 
not want the city to pay $2490 for that 
particular piece of property for the rea- 


sons that lots equally as well suited 
for the purpose could be purchased 
for less momey, and that the price 


was far above the value of the lot in 
question. He declared that the city 
would have to pay for the construction 
of a sewer on the streets near the lot, 
as there is now no sewer there, and 
this would make the lot cost a great 
deal more than the oroginal purchase 
price, 

Ex-City Attorney Dunn appeared in 
the interests of Frank Harbert, the 
owner .of the property, and said that 
the deed to the property had been re- 
corded, and the title to the property 
had been with the city for some time. 
The owner, in order to secure his title 
again if the purchase was not made, 
would have to bring suit against the 
city. Mr. Harbert had visited a num- 
ber of persons, who had signed the 
protest, and had secured their signa- 
tures to a petition to the Counsil with- 
drawing from the vrotest and request- 
ing the Council to make the purchase. 
The congregation of the University 
Methodist Church wanted the engine 
house there, he said, as do nearly all 
the people residing in that section of 
the Fifth Ward. 

Councilman Toll then explained at 
length how the selection of this partic- 
ular site happened to be made. He 
said that it had been the experience of 
the committee which had made the se- 
lections of sites that no matter what 
site they selected there had been in- 
Variably protests against it, either from 
those who had preperty to sell or from 
those who did not want an engine 
house near their homes. In this in- 
stance, instead of having a protest the 
committee had found that the people 
in the vicinity of the lot reallv wanted 
an engime house there, and the com- 
mittee had decided to give them what 
they wanted. He declared that the lo- 
cotion of the place for such a purpose 
could not be improved upon, and it 
was the intention of the citv after the 
engine house was erected to improve 
the place completely and make it a 
beautiful spot. The entire lot would not 
be used for the building, but the ends 
and sides of it wonld be bexutified 
until there would be a small park 
there. When the bids were called for 
he had been informed that this lot was 
to be placed before the Council! at a 
price exceeding $3000, and he had told 
the owner that that price was entirely 
too high for the matter to be consid- 
ered. So anxious were the provertv- 
owners in the vicinity of the place to 
have the city buy it, that they raised 
a subscription of several hundred dol- 
lars, the payment of which was ¢on- 
ditional upon the city’s purchasing the 
lot. This led to a reduction in the 
price at which it was offered. That 
price. Mr. Toll said, was all the prop- 
ertv was worth. but considering the 
other features. the imnrovements: that 
were to he made and the fact that the 
people were so anxious to have the en- 
gine house there, he thought the city 
conld well afford to pay what was 
asked for the Iot. 

Mr. Pierce moved that the protest he 
denied, and the motion was adopted: 
The ordinance accepting the deed was 
then placed vnon its passage, and was 
adented unanimously. 

The Board of Public Works reported. 
recommendirg, that the bid of M_ S. 
Woods for the improvement of Jeffer- 
son street. between Vermont avenue 
and Durango street be accepted, and 
the resolution of award be adopted. 
The recommendation was concurred in. 

THEIR FIRST REAL CONTEST. 

Up to this time there had been no 
reference to the matter about which 
there had been so much debate during™ 
th closed session durnig the noon re- 
cess, but all the members knew what 
was coming, and were ready for it 
when Mr. Toll started the ball rolling 
by presenting the following motion: 
“That the former City Attorney, W. 
E. Dunn, and City Engineer J. H. 
Dockweiler, be employed by the city 
during the actual taking of evidence 
before the board of arbitration, at the 
same per diem compensation as that 
now being paid the consulting engi- 
neers already emptoyed herein, to wit, 
$25, it being understood that such com- 
pensation shail be of ten days’ dura- 
tion only, and cover the attendance 
of said attorney and engineer during 
the time actuaily occupied in taking 
testimony. even though such service 
should exceed ten days, for which com- 
pensation is allowed.” 

Mr. Baker seconded the motion, and 
Mr. Toll, noticing that City Attorney 
Haas was present, asked him to make 
a statement about the matter. The 
City Attorney might have told an in- 
teresting story of the manner in which 
the business of that office was con- 
ducted about the time he came int»? 
office had he so desired, but he re- 
frained from doing so. The motion 
placed him in a peculiar position, and 
by favoring it and urging the Council 
to adept it, he was doing for the in- 
terest of the city what few attorneys 
would do, ask that another attorney 
be retained and admitting that he was 
not thoroughly familiar with the case 
in point. He told why he had been 
unable to familiarize himself with the 
ease in as few words as possible, and 
the Councilmen did not then know all 
that there was behind his statements. 
“This is a case which has been pre- 
pared with great difficulty, and which 
has required time in its preparation,” 
he said. “Its importance is patent to 
all the members of the Council, and to 
make any false steps now might mean 
the loss to the city of thousands of 
dollars. It has been an impossibility 
for me, in the brief two weeks that I 
have been City, Attorney, to thoroughly 
familiarize myself with ali of this case. 
One reason has been that such a thing 
in such a time would be impossible. 
Another reason is that all of the papers 
in the case have not been available 
for my use. I am free to say that 
unless this motion prevails, and the 
Council retains these gentlemen, the 
case cannot go on as it has until such 
a time as I can perfect my knowledge 
of it. It is not at this time a question 
of the legal points involved, for I feel 
that I am able to take care of them, 
but it would be exceedingly difficult for 
me to enter this case now when part 
of the evidence been heard 
and more of it is to follow, and 
continue the presentation of the evi- 
dence and secure such additional evi- 
dence as would be necessary, and pre- 
sent it with the same force and with 
the same benefit to the city, as if [ 
had been able to follow the case 
throughout. Mr. Dunn alone is fa- 
miliar with the manner in which the 
ease has been presented heretofore, 
and he alone, at the present time, 
knows how best to present the _ evi- 
dence that is yet to be presented. After 
the evidence has been presented his 
services will not be needed, for I am 
confident that with Messrs. Lee and 
Scott we will be able to take care of 
the legal points involded. Without 
having had the opportunity to care- 
fully look over the vast mass of evi- 
dence, which covers several hundred 
pages of typewritten matter, I feel 
that it is but right to the city that 
I urge upn you that you ake the 
action. suggested in the motion.” 

J. B. Lippincott, one of the con- 
sulting engineers, addressed the Coun- 
cil on the matter. “I know that T 
voice the sentiments of the board of 
engineers in this matter when I say 
that without the retention of these 
gentlemen the city’s case would be 
seriously handicapped,” he said. “T 
would regard it as a great misfortune 
if they were not. retained. I° fully 
recognize the ability of the present 
city officers, but’it has been impossible 
for them to grasp the details of this 


matter in the short time that they

He 
said: “If this was a matter in which 
a private corporation was fighting for 
a property of such magnitude there 
would have been no change in the list 
of attorneys or engineers at such a 
time. but Mr. Dockweiler would have 
been retained. I think we should deal 
with this as any private corporation 
would. I will be able to grasp the de- 
tails after thorough study of the notes 
in my possession, but there are mil- 
lions involved in this. and it is of 
great importance that the city’s side of 
the matter be fortified on every pos- 
sible point. I earnestly hope that the 
motion will prevail.”’ 
Councilman Tol! said that as chair- 
man of the Water Supply Committee, 
he had prepared a report on the mat- 
ter before he knew there would be 
opposition to it. His purpose in doing 
so was that the public might know 
that the Council did not take the ac- 
tion proposed with any view to being 
discourteous to the present city offi- 
ciads, but only because they thought 
that action necessary. He said he 
would. present the renort as such if it 
was so desired, but the other mem- 
bers of the committee had refused to 
sign it, and still refused, or had up to 
the time of entering the Council cham- 
ber. Turning to Messrs. Pessell and 
Blanchard, he asked whethet they stil] 
refused. and hoth declined to sign the 
report. Mr. Toll said he did not de- 
sire to present it as a minority re- 
port, hut because it presented the 
matter in a much clearer manner than 
did the other motion, he would with- 
draw his first motion and present the 
report instead, in the form of a mo- 
tion. He therefore presented the fol- 
lowing: 
“In the matter of the continued de- 
liberations of the board of arbitration, 
Which will be resumed today for the 
first time since the new city officials 


able that the valuable services of

“It is therefore moved that the ser- 
vices of Mr. Dunn as counsel and Mr. 
Dockweiler as consiting engineer be 
retained during the actual taking of 
evidence before the board of arbitra- 
tion at the same rate of compensation 
as the present consulting engineers, to- 
wit, $25 per day for each day of at- 
tendance upon the sessions of said 
boaral of arbitration, it being under- 
stood that such compensation shall he 
not to exceed ten davs’ duration in 
the maximum, even though such ser- 
vice should exceed ten days for which 
compensation is allowed.”

cial privileges had been granted to 
Street railroad companies, but Judge 
Trask holds that the ordinance confers 
no right or privilege that is not inci- 
dent to the proper use of their fran- 
chise.

It would not be reasonable to hold 
that a wagon, or other vehicle, with 
signs painted upon it, soliciting bag- 
gage, freight or passengers, could not 
be driven along the public streets of a 
city. The transportation of freight 
and passengers is lawful and necessary 
business. This business can not be 
prohibited in a sparsely settled district, 
and surely it cannot be prohibited upon 
the principal business. streets. How

the object of the proposition to replace 
the present foul brood law is to compel 
the County Supervisors to appoint bee 
inspectors, where, under the existing 
statutes, it is optional.

H. L. FLOURNOY, THE PASADENA 
BUTCHER, ON TRIAL TODAY. 


Romaldo Lopez Minimizes the Effect 
of His Testimony by Forgetting 
Just What Flournoy Said When 
the Bargain Was Made—The Boy 
Talked Straight.

though that part of the ordinance 
making it unlawful ‘to solicit passen- 
gers, baggage and freight’, should be 
held to be invalid, still, the other por- 
tion of the ordinance making it un- 
lawful to. use certain streets ‘for a 
carriage, bus, hack or Wagon stand 
for the purpose of soliciting passen- 
gers,’ etc., might be upheld. 

“An ordinance,” says the court, 
“must be certain and definite in ‘its 
definitions of an offense. The liber- 
ties of the citizen should not be jeopar- 
dized by his arrest and prosection for 
alleged crimes that are not clearly de- 
fined by statute. How long a hack 
or other vehicle may stand in the street 
while its driver is receiving or solicit- 
ing passengers or freight is not stated. 


The ordinance declares that portions 
of certain streets shall not be used 
for the purpose of soliciting passengers, 
etc. And this ‘purpose’ is a lawful 
and proper purpose. An ordinance 
cannot deny the use of a public sticet 
to certain persons engaged in a lawful 
and unobjectionable business, while 
permitting its use by all other persons. 
Such discrimination against certain 
classes is unwarranted and ileger. 
“Whenever it is desired to prevent 
the unnecessary blocking up of the 
streets by all vehicles, including those 
of teamsters, hackmen, peddle 
others, an ordinance can be framed that 
will accomplish such results. But the 
provisions of this ordinance are di- 
rected, not against the use of streets 
as carriage stands, but against their use 
as carriage stands ‘for the purpose 
of soliciting passengers, baggage or 
freight.’
